pervision of the cease-fire. * 

Speakin after the bitter 
French defeat at Dien Bien Phu, 
French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault called on the conference 
to adopt “the principle of a gen- 
eral cease-fire supported by in- 
dispensable security gharantees.” 
British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, acting as confer- 
ence chairman, gaveled the long- 
awaited meeting to order and 
almost immediately gave Bidault 
the floor. 

Five Points, of Plan. 
Bidault called for: 
1. Withdrawal of Communist 
forces from two of Indochina’s 
Associated States—Laos and 
Cambodia. 

2. Disarmament of rebel ir- 
regulars in the third—Vietnam 
—and the withdrawal of regu- 
lar armies to specific zonés in 
that state.

“It is desirable and perfectly 
normal,” Bidault said, that the 
agreement which we are here to 
obtain both on Laos and Cam- 
bodia as well as on Viet Nam 
be guaranteed in appropriate 
conditions by the states partici- 
pating in the present confer- 
ence.” 

Speaks Directly to Reds. 

Speaking directly to the Com- 
munist delegations representing 
the Soviet Union, Red China and 
the Ihdochinese Vietminh, Bi- 
dault emphasized that a sys- 
tem of international control is 
necessary” for any cease-fire. 

His speech had been sub- 
mitted in advance to the United 
States, Britain and the Asso- 
ciated States of Indochina. 
“The situation in Viet Nam 
necessitates a transition stage 
in the course of which hostili- 
ties, having ceased, the political 
problems will be able to find a 
progressive solution,” he said. 

But he added: 

“The most just solution of 
the political problem cannot be 
found and definitely assured un- 
til the population is able in 
complete independence to give 
its sovereign will by means of 
free elections.”

Holdout Legionnaires |

HANOI, Indochina, May 8 
(UP)—Officials at French head- 
quarters announced all resist- 
ance at Dien Men Phu ended 
today after a handful of hold- 
out French Foreign Legionnaires 
made a hopeless death charge 
rather than surrender.

Isabelle, the last isoliated posi- 
tion of the fortress that fell yes- 
terday, blew up their radio and 
supplies in the early morning 
hours and charged down a hill 
at overwhelmingly superior 
Communists. 

After that, pilots who flew 
over the battle scene said they 
saw no further fighting. 

Later spotter planes reported 
sighting columns of prisoners 
moving out of Dien Bien Phu 
toward the north. 

Surrender Claimed. 

The Communist Vietminh | 
radio heard in Hanoi claimed 
the commander, Brig. Gen. Chris- 
tian de Castries, surrendered 
yesterday when the main bastion 
of Dien Bien Phu finally fell to 
the Red attackers.

The Red radio was vague 
about the number of killed, 
wounded and prisoners among 
the defenders. It used the world 
“annihilated” to refer to all 
casualties. 

*2000 Annihilated.’ 
“The Dien Bien Phu head- 
quarters surrendered at 5 p.m. 
yesterday,” the Peiping radio 
said. “At 7 p.m., 2000 enemy 
troops tried to break out of the 
southern strongpoint but were 
annihilated by 11 .p.m.” 

Only’ a few hours before the 
Legionnaires staggered from 
the rubble of outpost Isabelle 
three miles south of the main 
fortress, in their last resistance, 
they had been ordered to turn 
their artillery on the headquar- 
ters of Gen. De Castries. 

The French high command an- 
nounced the counterattack by 
the Legionnaires and a féw na- 
tive troops and stragglers, a 
counterattack doomed to fail in 
everything but a bid for glory.

President Eisenhower met 
with the National Security 
Council in an extraordinary 
session at the White House to- 
day. The closed meeting lasted 
90 minutes. No announcement 
was made afterward. 

No reason was given for the 
meeting of the President’s top 
strategists but informant said 
it undoubtedly centered on the 
situation in Indochina. 

Among those present were 
Vice President Nixon, Dulles, 
Defense Secretary Charles E.

In his speech last night, Dul- 
les said the United States would 
be “gravely concerned” if any 
armistice agreed to by France 
in Indochina should “provide a 
road to a Communist takeover 
and further aggression.” 

“If this occurs,” he said, “or 
if hostilities continue, then the 
need will be even more urgent 
to create the conditions for 
united action in defense of the 
area.” 

“Free peoples will never re- 
main free unless they are will 
ing to fight for their vital in- 
terests,” Dulles said. 

He had to make late revisions 
in his speech to bring the fall 
of the fortress into the picture, 
after he had spent more than an 
hour with President Eisenhower 
going over the content of his 
report. News of the capitula- 
tion — not unexpected — came 
about half an hour after Dulles 
left the White House. 

As for United States partici- 
pation or not, he said: “In mak- 
ing commitments which might 
involve the use of armed force, 
the Congress is a full partner. 
Only Congress can declare war. 
President Eisenhower ‘has re- 
peatedly emphasized that he 
would not take military action 
in Indochina without the sup- 
port of Congress. 

“Furthermore, he has made 
clear that he would not seek 
that unless, in his opinion, there 
would be an adequate collective 
effort based on genuine mutu- 
ality of purpose in defending 
vital interests.“

There is no disguising the fact 
that Dien Bien Phu's capture is 
a serious blow to the French ex- 
peditionary force and to the 
whole defense of Southeast Asia. 

Total French Union losses at 
Dien Bien Phu since the start 
of the fighting ‘there are esti- 
mated at 14,000, including about 
10,000 men and one woman who 
were killed or captured in the 
final days of the battle.

Among them are 90 per cent 
of all the paratroopers France 
had in Indochina at the begin- 
ning of the fight and some of 
France’s finest officers.

Our goal 
was to develop a basic unity of 
constructive purpose. We ad- 
vanced toward that goal. 

‘Unity of Purpose.’ 

“I feel that the unity of pur- 
pose persists, and that such a 
tragic event as the fall of Dien 
Bien Phu will harden, not 
weaken, our purpose to stay 
united.” 

He added: The United States 
and other countries immediate- 
ly concerned are giving careful 
consideration to the establish 
ment of a collective defense. 
Conversations are taking place 
among them. We must agree as 
to who will take part in the 
united defense effort, and what 
their commitments will be.” 

Dulles said the key to suc- 
cessful defense and to deterring 
attack is association for mutual 
defense.” He noted that the 
Chinese Reds have “stopped 
short of open intervention” in 
Indochina, and said they “may 
have been deterred by the warn- 
ings which the United States 
nas given that such intervention 
would lead to grave conse- 
quences which might not be 
confined to Indochina.” That 
was a reference to a speech he 
made to the American Legion 
in St. Louis last Sept. 2. 

Against Colonialism. 

On the issue of “colonialism,” 
which has been raised against 
the French, Dulles said: 

“We do not seek to perpetu- 
ate Western colonialism and we 
find even more intolerable the 
imperialist colonialism of Com- 
munism.” 

Leading up to that point he 
nad declared: “The United 
States, as the first colony in 
modern history to win inde- 
pendence for itself, instinctive- 
ly shares the aspirations for lib- 
erty of all dependent and co- 
lonial peoples. We want to help, 
not hinder, the spread of lib- 
erty.” 

In that regard he said that he 
and Mr. Eisenhower had agreed, 
on the way back from Korea in 
December 1952, when the sub- 
ject of Indochina came up, that 
“the French should give great- 
er reality to their intention to 
grant full independence to Viet 
Nam, Laos and Cambodia,” since 
this would take away from the 
Communists their false claim 
to be leading the fight for in- 
dependence.“ 

Dulles recalled that, since 
then, the French had pledged 
full independence to these three 
states of Indochina. 

Turning to Korea, Dulles 
promised that the United States 
delegation at Geneva will do ev- 
erything in its power to press 
the Reds to agree to full inde- 
pendence and freedom for a 
peacefully united Korea. 

“I promise you that we shall 
not surrender at the council 
table at Geneva the freedom for 
which so many fought and died,” 
he added. 8

The notes, made public by the 
State Department yesterday, 
said in diplomatic language what 
spokesmen for the United States, 
Britain and France had said 
when Russia made its proposal 
last March 31. 

In effect, this was that the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion was created five years ago 
as a defense against Russian en- 
croachment, so it is “useless” as 
well as “dangerous” to allow 
Russia to join it. 

“The United States Govern- 
ment cannot therefore accept the 
Soviet proposal,” the American 
note said. “Collective security 
would best be safeguarded if 
the Soviet Government would 
permit the United Nations to 
function as the charter in- 
tended.” 4 . 

The Soviet Union would wreck 
NATO through use of a veto, 
the note observed, since all 
NATO decisions are by unani- | 
mous consent. 

As to Russia’s proposal for a 
broad all-Europe arrangement, 
the note said this would only 
erect a false front “behind which 
the fundamental difficulties an 
divisions remain unchanged.” 

The identical notes said that 
instead of making such sugges- 
tions, Russia should “give con- 
crete evidence of its good in- 
tentions.” This could be done, 
it added, if Russia joined the 
Big Three in speedy settlement 
of such problems as Austrian 
independence, German unifica- 
tion, Far East peace and world | 
disarmament.

Republicans Say It Was 
No Defeat for Them— 
All but 3 of Party Sen- 
ators Backed Revision 
Measure. : 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP) 
In an unusual display of soli- 
darity, Senate Democrats appar- 
ently have crossed out one of 
the major items on President 
Eisenhower’s congressional list 
for this year—revision of the 
Taft-Hartley Labor Relations 
Act. 

Southern and Northern Dem- 
ocrats, generally poles apart on 
labor issues, joined forces yes- 
terday to send a revision bill 
back to the Senate Labor Com- 


mittee, in effect, killing chances 
for its passage at this session 
of Congress. The vote was 50 
to 42 and labor leaders hailed 
the outcome. 

Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, chairman 
of the Labor Committee, ruled 
out any chance of revising the 
bill this year. 

Mr. Eisenhower asked Con- 
gress in a message Jan. 11 to 
make 14 changes in the 7-year- 
old law, which he has called 
basically sound legislation.” 

The bill which the Senate re- 
committed yesterday would gen- 
erally have carried out the 
President's labor wishes, al- 
though several amendments had 
been offered that went beyond 
the Eisenhower recommenda- 
tions. 

Anti-Bias Proposals. 

Two of these—anti-discrimina- 
tion proposals by Senators Leh- 
man (Dem.), New York and 
Ives (Rep.), New York—figured 
largely in winning Southern 
Democratic support for recom- 
mital. The Senate had adopted 
a parliamentary procedure that 
foreclosed a southern filibuster 
against these anti-discrimina- 
tion amendments., 

Every Democrat was in the 
Senate chamber yesterday and 
all 48 voted to recommit the 
bill. They were reinforced by 
Republican Senators Young and 
Langer of North Dakota. Ma- 
lone of Nevada and by Indepen- 
dent Senator Morse of Oregon. 
Forty-two Republicans voted 
against the motion. 

Two Republicans were absent 
-—Senators Jenner and Capehart 
of Indiana. After it was appar- 
ent the Democrats had won, 
Democratic Senators’ Maybank 
of South Carolina and Eastland 
of Mississippi withdrew their 
votes and agreed to pair with 
Jenner and Capehart. 

Missourian’s’ Votes. 

Missouri’s Democratic Sena- 
tors Symington and Hennings 
both voted to recommit the bill, 
as did Democratic, Senator 
Douglas of Illinois. Republican 
Senator Dirksen of Illinois voted 
against recommittal. 

A check of the House and 
Senate record back to 1932 
turned up no evidence of pre- 
vious Democratic unanimity on 
a labor bill roll call vote. 

Senator Johnson of Texas, 
Democratie leader in the Sen- 
ate, sald the vote “showed 
that when we really want unani- 
Imity we can get it.” 

But Johnson disclaimed in an 
interview any effort to embar- 
rass the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. He said the vote was cast 
on the merits of the bill and on

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RED INDOCTRINATION 
TERMED SUGLESSFUL 


Many American P.O.W.s 
Left Confused, Disloyal, 
Psychiatrist Says. 


Communist indoctrination of 
American fighting men who were 
captured in the Korean war was 
“highly successful” in so far as 
it left many of them confused, 
fearful, disloyal and doubtful of 
America’s intentions in the quest 
for world peace, Maj. Henry A. 
Segal, chief psythiatrist at In- 
chon during prisoner repatria- 
tions, said yesterday. 

Addressing the American Psy- 
chiatric Association at Kiel Audi- 
torium, Maj. Segal said that 
“while most. of the prisoners 
didn’t suffer from any specific 
psychiatric disease, they were 
nonetheless abnormal” when 
they were repatriated. 

The indoctrination’ program 
was designed to make the pris- 
oners feel isolated, to make them 
lose their identity with their 
families and their environment, 
he told the meeting. 

Interviews with the men de- 
veloped that most of them were 
confused as to who started the 
war and many believed the 
United States had used germ 
warfare, but added that it was 
probably justified, he said. 

Hostility toward the Chinese 
Communists was mild because 
the men were not tortured, as 
they had expected, Maj. Segal 
noted. “The enemy assured 
them they wouldn’t be harmed. 
This produced a state of emo- 
tional confusion since the cap- 
tive felt. gratitude toward his 
captor for having spared him 
from torture and death,” he 
added. 2 f 

In addition to giving the pris- 
oners lectures on racial preju- 
dice in the United States and on 
American “imperialism,” the 
Communists ferreted out natural 
leaders in the camps, leaving the 
men with no one to follow but 
Chinese “squad leaders,” the 
speaker said. 

As an example of the Com- 
munist program to make the 
prisoners feel isolated, Maj. Se- 
gal told how letters from home 
were withheld if they were 
cheerful but forwarded imme- 
diately to the prisoner if they 
were pessimistic.

The plan, a modification of 
one proposed last February by 
two Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission examiners, has received 
the indorsement of a sufficient 
number of the parties in interest 
to justify my submitting it to 
the ICC,” Thompson said, adding 
he would file the compromise 
with that agency next Tuesday. 

Unqualified approval of 
Thompson’s compromise, desig- 
nated the Agreed System Plan, 
was announced Wednesday by T. 
C. Davis, board chairman of the 
railroad company who, with Rob- 
ert R. Young and his Alleghany 
Corp., largest holder of common 
stock, has bitterly opposed pre- 
vious reorganization plans. 


Follows Authorization. 


Drafting of the compromise 
by Thompson and his counsel, 
Russell L. Dearmont, followed 
an authorization by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore last January for the 
trustee to participate in bring- 
ing the opposing parties to- 
gether. Before that Thompson 
had been required to stand aloof 
from reorganization plans. 

A chief feature of the new 
proposal is in the recognition 
given common stock, which in 
previous plans, particularly the 
1949 ICC plan, would have been 
wiped out. 

Under the compromise one 
share of new class B common 
stock with a stated value of $100 
would be issued for each 20 
shares of old common, or, al- 
ternatively, one new share with 
a value of $50 for each 10 shares 
of old common, as the ICC 
might decide. 

Dividend Restrictions. 

No dividends could be paid on 
class B in any year unless divi- 
dends of $5 or $4, as prescribed 
by the commission, had previ- 
ously been paid or set aside on 
new class A common. Most of 
the latter would go to holders 
of old preferred stocks at the 
rate of one share for each $100 
of their claims, including accy- 
mulated dividends now totaling 
about $165 a share.

Mason said he had no evidence

Bovard was placed on leave 
several weeks ago after he re- 
fused Federal Housing Chief 
Albert M. Cole’s request that 
he resign. If Bovard fails to 
answer the charges against him 
within two weeks, he will be re- 
moved from office within 30 
days. 

Bovard is a 61-year-old native 
of San Jose, Calif. He joined 
FHA in 1935 and has been its 
general counsel since 1940. Be- 
fore entering government he 
had 13 years of mortgage bank- 
ing experience in Indianapolis 
and New York. 

The FHA’ general counsel's 
duties include interpreting fed- 
eral housing laws and keeping 
an eye on how the interpreta- 
tions are followed. Officials re- 
fused to say where Bovard may 
have fallen down on the job. 

Bovard was the third FHA of- 
ficial ordered to answer charges 
or be fired since alleged irreg- 
ularitieg in the FHA were dis- 
closed. The other two are John 
P. McGrath, an appraiser, and 
Wilmer Russell, an . inspector, 
both in the Philadelphia FHA 
office. They have until Monday 
to answer charges of gift-taking.

Out of the Pattern 


At his news conference this week, President 
Eisenhower noted with satisfaction that signs of 
a business upturn generally outweighed the un- 
favorable factors in April, but, just as he was 
warning against over-pessimism a few weeks 
back, he now warns against taking an over-opti- 
mistic view of present prospects. 

That his warning was well taken is clear from 
the Government's unemployment report for 
April, just released. The encouraging thing about 
the report is that unemployment last month 
showed the first decline since October, a drop 
of 260,000. The not-so-encouraging things about 
it are that April unemployment of 3,465,000 nev- 
ertheless was the second largest April figure 
since the end of World War II: that factory em- 
ployment continued to decline in April by 250,- 
000, and is now 1,350,000 off the level of a year 
ago; and that the seasonal pickup in total em- 
ployment was not as big as it was in 1950. 


The big puzzle about our current economic 
situation is whether it represents a self-correct- 
ing inventory readjustment like that of 1949-50 
or the early stages of a more serious recession 
demanding Government counter-measures to pre- 
vent it from becoming worse. Expert opinion ap- 
pears to be divided. All that can be said at this 
stage is that the employment pattern is not fol- 
lowing that of 1950, when the country success- 
fully pulled out of its recession without strong 
Government measures. 

„ « * 

In December 1949 there were 3,489,000 per- 
sons out of work, and in the early months of 
1950 unemployment took this course: 


January: up 991,000 
February: up 204,000 
March: down 561,000 
April: down 608,000 


By midsummer of 1950, as the impact of the 
Korean war fortified the forces of recovery al- 
ready set in motion during the spring, unemploy- 
ment was declining rapidly and the recession 
Was over. 


Now contrast the current picture. Unemploy- 
ment began to set in last October, reaching a 
total of 1,850,000 in December 1953 and then 
following this course for 1954: 


January: up 1,237,000 
February: up 584,000 
March: up 54,000 
April: down 260,000 


Thus in 1954 unemployment during the first 

three months increased more than in 1950, and 

during April decreased less than half as much. 
* — „* 


Clearly the possibility must be faced that 
1954 may not show as much economic resiliency 
as did 1950. As Secretary of Labor Mitchell 
pointed out this week, between 750,000 and 
1,000,000 young people will be added to the 
labor force in June. Can they be absorbed in 
jobs, or will they swell the total of unemployed? 


In itself, an unemployment total of 3,465,000 
or 5.7 per cent of the labor force is not a cause 
for alarm. But it is getting close to the danger 
line, and the question is whether we are going 
up or down from there.

Mexico’s 8-Cent Peso 

Below the border, the peso is now worth about 
8 cents “American” instead of 11.6 cents as be- 
fore. And Mexico faces another economic emer- 
gency. 

It was to prevent an emergency that Treasury 
Secretary Antonio Carrillo Flores devalued the 
peso without warning. He wished to stop a flight 
of capital abroad. He hoped cheaper prices 
would encourage exports and American tourism, 
which has often made up the slack in dollar re- 
serves caused by heavy purchases from the 
United States. 

The immediate result of the cheaper peso was 
a boon to Yankee tourists. The traveler can How 
buy gasoline for about 12 cents a gallon and a 
steak dinner for a dollar. 


But the average Mexican is not so happy. 
Prices of uncontrolled goods are rising, many 
imports have gone out of sight and a meat short- 
age has developed. Labor unions are beginning 
to grumble about higher wages and businesses 
with money tied up in pesos have lost money. 


International banking circles are still puzzled 
over, Mexico's move. Why, they ask, was drastic 
devaluation necessary when Mexico has $200,- 
000,000 in reserves? 


The essential economic fact is Mexico’s rapid 
industrialization. Vast new public and commer- 
cial projects require heavy imports. Nearly every 
nation which has tried to industrialize in a 
hurry has had to face inflation. And nearly every 
devaluation has led to price rises which eventu- 
ally reduced the advantages sought in export 
trade. 

The problem of the 8-cent peso is whether 
Mexico can hold down the price level instead of 
starting on another inflationary, detour. It is 
easier to devalue than to deflate.

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Labor Law Changes Pigeonholed 


The 50-to-42 vote to recommit to committee 
the Taft-Hartley revision bill represents a con- 
vergence of differing forces in the Senate against 
the measure, as reported out by the Labor Com- 
mittee in a strict party vote. 


In the first place, the changes recommended 
could not be said to measure up to President 
Eisenhower's revisions promised in his 1952 
campaign. They were less than promised and if 
some critics of the modifications are to be be- 
lieved, they would have made the law less friend- 
ly to organized labor. 

Second, those Democratic Senators who prefer 
the law as it is rather than revised at all, voted 
with the Democratic Senators who want a more 
thorough-going revision. 


There was still another force that produced 46 


Democratic votes for recommittal out of a pos- : 


sible total of 48. That was the fact that the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee, under the chairmanship 
of H. Alexander Smith of New Jersey, shut off 
consideration of Democratic-sponsored amend- 
ments in committee stage. 


The strategy was foolish because the Republi- © 


can majority of 7 to 6 in the committee became 
a minority on the Senate fidor. But when the 
roll call was taken three Republicans—Langer 
and Young of North Dakota, and Malone of Ne- 
vada, and the one Independent, Morse of Ore- 
gon, joined the almost unanimous phalanx of 
Democrats in opposition. 


This vote ought not to be seen as a complete 
test of Democratic support for the President's 
program since Taft-Hartley revision is in a spe- 
cial category.

The City of St. Louis has won the first round 
of the friendly legal skirmish to test its power 
to participate in the plaza park and redevelop- 
ment projects.

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Children Without Milk 


Most American families are fortunate to be 
able to afford enough milk for their children 
to grow up healthy and strong. But in many 
parts of the world there are millions who are 
not so fortunate--and thereby hangs a tale of 
the United Nations’ special agencies. . 

Protein malnutrition is a serious illness of 
children which causes digestive upsets and some- 
times death—in’some African hospitals the death 
rate has been as high as 50 per cent. The disease 
comes of eating foods poor in protein. The best 
treatment is plenty of milk, preceded, in the 
most severe cases, by blood transfusions. 

U.N.’s Children's Fund has financed milk 
processing plants in several undeveloped parts 
of the world. In many parts of the world, how- 
ever, either enough milk cannot be produced to 
feed the children, or its cost is too expensive for 
most families. So substitutes are being explored 
and developed by U. N.'s Food and Agricultural 
Organization and World Health Organization. 

Milk made from soy beans is one of the best. 
Other sources of proteins which are being used 
are peanut cake, the material left after the oil 
has been crushed from peanuts; peanut flour; 
fish, the world yields of which U.N. is trying to 
stimulate; and refined fish flour. 

Most people in the United States have never 
even heard of protein malnutrition. Other coun- 
tries know it painfully under many names 
India as nutrition dystrophy,” Latin America as 
“distrofia infantil,” South Africa as “infantile 
pellagra,” the Belgian Congo as “M’Buaki,” the 
Germans as “mehlnahrschaden.” 

Every parent who takes a bottle of milk from 
a well-stock refrigerator to feed to a child can 
do so in better conscience because U.N., and its 
agencies, are coming to the rescue of babies 
everywhere Who are literally starving for milk. 
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Making the Most of Public Lands 


A new bill to regulate grazing in the national 
forests, passed by the Senate, may go too far 
toward establishing vested legal rights in graz- 
ing permits. So thinks The Denver Post, while 
The Salt Lake City Tribune thinks the measure 
recognizes the public interest. 

In at least one respect, however, this measure 
introduced by Senator Aiken of Vermont is 
clearly an improvement. It would widen mem- 
bership on local advisory boards, now largely 
dominated by stockmen, to give representation 
to other uses of public lands as well. 

An identical House bill has been offered by 
Representative Hope of Kansas. Every important 
use of the public lands should be represented 
on the local advisory boards, including water- 
shed protection, timber, recreation and wildlife 
as well as grazing. 

As an example of how lack of even-handedness 
may destroy values, overgrazing can reduce the 
conservation of water in the subsoil. Proper wa- 
tershed protection along with grazing conserves 
water, and it has been estimated that these 
lands are worth 10 times as much for water sup- 
ply as for grazing. 

A proper regard to protection of the water- 
shed is particularly necessary in these times of 
water stringency.

Progress for TV’s Blackboard

Educational television is coming along nicely, with 29 permits 
of granted for stations, four on the air regularly and many. 
others soon due to start; this is tribute to public interest, 
for much of support has come through small contributions.

Educational television has come @ 
long way in two short years. 


For it was just two years ago that 
the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion paved the way for a second system 
of telecasting by reserving 242 channels 
throughout the nation for exclusive 
use of educational and cultural institu- 
tions operating on a noncommercial, 
nonprofit basis. 


Today the movement for educational 
telecasting has found organized support 
in over a hundred communities in 35 
states and three dependencies: two 
years after it became a practical possi- 
bility, ETV has arrived. 

In organization, assets and potential 
influence, the evidence is impressive: 
45 applications filed for construction 
permits; 29 C.P.s issued; four stations 
on the air with regular program sched- 
ules; two more with test patterns on; 
two more due to start within the next 
60 days, and enough organizational and 
construction activity to support the 
prediction that by the end of the year 
there will be at least 20 and perhaps as 
many as 30 statioris in operation. 


All this adds up to substantial physi- 
cal assets—some $15,000,000 worth in- 
vested in or pledged to educational TV 
ventures around the country. 

It adds up to a substantial number 
of people—some 125 full-time profes- 
sional employes, plus several hundred 
volunteer staff members, plus thousands 
of part-time volunteers helping to or- 
ganize, to raise funds, to publicize, to 
plan and to produce programs. 


And it adds up to a considerable po- 
tential audience: at the present some 
10,000,000 people live within range of 
the signals of the stations now on, and 
by the end of the year the estimate is 
that the population within range of 
educational stations will be between 
30,000,000 and 40,000,000 — roughly 
equivalent to the regularly enrolled 
school population of the United States. 


But perhaps more significant than an 
inventory of physical assets or the sta- 
tistics of programs and coverage is the 
story of how educators, business men, 
national and local organizational lead- 
ers, and just plain citizens have organ- 
ized, contributed and worked to help 
create this second system of telecasting 
—and how the public has responded 


with enthusiasm and _ generosity. It 
is true that local ETV groups have 
received financial assistance from na- 
tional and local foundations; that they 


have been aided by the generosity of 


commercial TV stations and other busi- 
ness interests; also, help has been avail- 
able from the Joint Committee on Edu- 
cational Television, from the National 
Citizens Committee for Educational 
Television, from the Educational Tele- 
vision and Radio Center, and from 
other organizations and individuals. 
But in Pittsburgh, San Francisco, St. 
Louis and Cincinnati—all on the air or 
on the verge of going on—educational 
TV stations are being built and operat- 
ed partly with the dimes, quarters and

dollars collected from the general pub- 
lic. And that is the pattern for a ma- 
jority of communities actively engaged 
in fund raising. 

By the end of the year it is estimated 
that individual contributions for educa- 
tional TV throughout the country will 
total some $5,000,000. 

Like most pioneer efforts—and like 
most community projects dependent on 
volunteer help—the story of education- 
al TV to date is a story of hopes and 
disappointments, of progress and frus- 
tration, of net success and staggering 
work ahead. 

Whatever its future, one thing is 
clear: many thousands of people are 
willing to work to put the newest and 
most spectacular of all the media of 
mass communication to the service of 
human enlightenment. 


‘Knot’? Takes to the Air 
From the New York Herald Tribune 


“Knot” is a very old nautical term, 
deriving from a process of measuring 
speed at sea that is now virtually obso- 
lete. Yet, curiously enough, it has been 
found practical and precise for modern 
air transportation. All the armed 
services are already using knots for this 
purpose; after Oct. 1, according to a 
Civil Aeronautics Board ruling, airlines 
must do the same. Private fliers may, 
if they wish, stick to the “miles per 
hour,” or “m.p.h.,” which are standard 
for land travel. 

Among the reasons for the general 
adoption of the knot is that it is a 
single, convenient word with which to 
express speed. What is more important, 
however, is that the knot is based on 
the nautical mile, of 6080.20 feet, which 
is far more satisfactory for navigation 
at sea and in the air than the statute 
mile of 5280 feet. 

The latter. was derived from the 
“thousand paces” of Roman times, good 
enough to. measure the advance of Cae- 
sar’s legions over a tiny fragment of the 
earth’s surface, where landmarks 
abounded. In the wastes of sea and air, 


measurements of the earth, makes bet- 
ter sense. 
The word knot comes from the an- 


cient practice at sea of Heaving the log; 
dropping a heavy piece of wood over 
the stern, attached to a line knotted at 
intervals of 47 feet 3 inches. A twen- 
ty-eight-second sand glass gave the time; 
the number of knots that slipped over- 
board while the sand was running out 
showed the ship’s rate of speed in nau- 
tical miles an hour. 


This hand log seldom had to measure 
speeds over 10 knots; it is odd to think 
what a quartermaster in the old days 
would have said if he had known that 
the knots of this simple contrivance 
would be used to express the rate of jet 
planes traveling 60 times as fast. 


Nevertheless. there is a certain ap- 
propriateness in the fact that the meas- 
ure Which early seamen used to count 
their progress in unknown seas is still 
useful in the vastness of the air. Al- 
though the first meaning of knot“ is an 
“interlacement,” the word has acquired 
a spaciousness that “m.p.h.” can never 
convey.

Between Book Ends 


Tales of the Delta Country 


JORDAN COUNTY: A LANDSCAPE IN NARRA- 
R805 Shelby Foote. (The Dial Press, 298 pgs.,

“Jordan County” is a volume of 
sketches, short stories and novelettes, 
which have in common only the stamp 
of Mr. Foote’s abilities as a writer and 
the fact that their scene is his Missis- 
sippi country at one time or another 
during the last century and a half. To 
call the collection a novel, as the pub- 
lishers do, is to miss something of the 
book’s particular excellence, which lies 
in Mr. Foote’s mastery of the shorter 
form—the complete and self-contained 
narrative more complex than the short 
story and more compressed than the 
novel. 

Of the seven selections in “Jordan 
County,” three are such novelettes or 
novellas. The first is “Ride Out,” the 
moving and sharply detailed story of 
the life and death of a jazz musician. I 
commented here on “Ride Out” when it 
was recently published in the volume, 
„New Short Novels,“ and a second read- 
ing of it communicates subtleties of 
insight and style and reinforces the 
conviction of its solid distinction. 

a novella equally rewarding, but 
whdily different in subject, is Pillar 
of Fire.” With the same sharp detail— 
Mr. Foote’s inventiveness seems almost 
unlimited—it is the story of the first 
settler of the county, Isaac Jameson, of 
his progress and prosperity, and his 
death at last, ancient and aphasiac, as 
the manor house he built is burned by 
Union troops. 

“Ride Out” and “Pillar of Fire” are 
ach of them of some 20,000 words in 
ength. The third novella, “Child by 
Fever,” is three times as long and 
makes up roughly half of the present 
volume. Though its 60,000 words gives 
it a length equal to many a novel, it 
focuses—like “Pillar of Fire“ and “Ride 
Out“ —upon the evolution of a single 
character. This is the life of Hector 
Wingate, from his birth in 1878 to his 
death in 1911, an artist of sorts, demon- 
haunted, and driven to self-destruction. 
“Child by Fever“ is a richly imagined 
— superbly realized full-length por- 
rait. 

Four shorter pleces round out the 
volume. “A Marriage Portion,” a mono- 
logue of the 1920s, and “The Freedom 
Kick,” a monologue of the 1870s, seem 
pages from a writer's notebook, sketches 
catching in outline characters who may 
reappear in some later work. 

“The Sacred Mound,” the earliest 
view of Mr. Foote’s Mississippi, is a 
short story dealing with the grisly sac- 

rifice of two white trappers by the Choe-

PUT OFF TWO YEARS 


G Group Post- 
pones Action With Evangeli- 
cal and Reformed Church.

The proposed merger of Con- 
gregational Christian churches 
and the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church, which has been 
, in the works for nearly 10 years, 

now appears to be postponed 
for at least two more years. 

Congregational Christian 
membership in the United 
States is 1,270,000, and Evan- 
gelical and Reformed 751,000, 

The executive committee of 
the General Council of Congre- 
gational Christian Churches, at 
a meeting last week in New 
York, issued a statement “that 
it does not anticipate that it 
will have any recommendations 
on the proposed merger to pre- 
sent to the General Council un- 
til the meeting of 1956.” 

The committee also said it 
“does not propose that any ac- 
tion on the merger be taken at 
the forthcoming meeting of the 
General Council at Yale, New 
Haven, Conn., June 23-30.” 

Three St. Louis representa- 
tives attended the New York 
meeting: the Rev. Dr. Wilder 
Towle, state minister of the 
Missouri Conference, Congrega- 
tional Christian churches; the 
Rev. Dr. Ervine P. Inglis of 
First Congregational Church, 
Webster Groves, and D. Howard 
Doane, layman. 

The committee said it felt it 
“desirable to have further time 
to study the problems relating 
to the proposed union.” It also 
promised it would see that 
“variant points of view” in the 
Congregational Christian fellow- 
ship are represented on the 
committees as the study pro- 
ceeds. 

Carrying out instructions 
given in 1952, the. executive 
committee will hold a joint 
meeting with the Evangelical 
and Reformed General Council 
next October. No action on the 
merger, however, can be taken 
there. : 

The Evangelical and Reformed 
body has made it plain it is in- 
terested only in “organic un- 
ion,” not in any loose federa- 
tion. 

The proposal for a merger 
arose in St. Louis in 1935 in in- 
formal discussions between rep- 
resentatives of the two bodies. 
But Missouri Congregational- 
ists are divided over the issue; 
some of their larger churches 
are opposed to merger, and in 
some other congregations the 
proposal was approved by a 
small majority. 

The merger was held up for 
several years by court action 
brought in New York by Con- 
gregationalists opposed to mer- 
ger. But a few months ago the 
court of appeals of New York 
upheld a decision permitting 
merger.

PREACHER’S STORY. 
OF HIS 90 YEARS 


“Preachers are definitely hard 
on congregations.” 

This was the confession of a 
Methodist preacher who died 
last year at the age of 90. The 
story of the Rev. William J. 
Hyde’s more than 50 years in 
the ministry is told in his re- 
cently published autobiography, 
“Dig or Die, Brother Hyde” 
(Harper, $3). 

“A preacher leads a peculiar 
life,” he writes; “he usually has 
more projects on foot than 
Ringling Brothers circus and 
while he keeps an eye trained 
on all the acts in progress the 
other .eye is peering into the 
future as he maps out the next 
act to be added.“ 

The young Mr. Hyde was 
wearing a silk hat when he ar- 
rived from Canada in 1886 to 
serve pioneer sodhouse home- 
steads in the Dakota territory. 
The title of his book was taken 
from the advice of his presid- 
ing elder. 

His first church on the prairie 
was a rented room, reached by 

a ladder, over a saloon. 

He ended his long career in 
the Chicago area, and could 
boast that he never missed an 
annual conference of his church.

STARTED IN 1908 
IN SUNDAY SCHOOL 


The history of the ana db 
servance of Mother's day (to- 
morrow) is told in the current 
bulletin of First Presbyterian 
Church, 7200 Delmar boulevard. 

“The second Sunday in May 
was set apart by resolution of 
Congress and in proclamation 
by the President of the United 
States in 1914 as Mother’s day. 

“The first Mother's day serv- 
ice was held in a small Virginia 
town in 1908 as a memorial to a 
woman who was the moving 
spirit of the Sunday school of 
her church, arranged by her 
daughter, Mrs. Anna Jarvis, then 
living in Philadelphia. 

“Since 1914 this day has been 
recognized with increasing popu- 
larity throughout the United 
States, and more and more it 
has come to have special sig- 
nificance not only for the mother 
of the home, but for the home 
itself. 

“The emblem of the day is 
the carnation—white for those 
whose mothers have departed 
this life, and pink for those 
whose mothers are living.” 

The Rev. Dr. R. Calvin Dob- 
son is pastor of First Presby- 
terian Church, oldest Protes- 
tant church in St. Louis, organ- 
ized in 1817.

Our efforts took two comple- 
mentary lines. We sought to 
strengthen the resistance to 
Communism in Indochina. We 
sought also to build in southeast 
Asia a broader community of 
defense. 

Indochina Measures. 
In Indochina itself, the follow- 
ing steps seem to us important: 

1. The French should give 
greater reality to their inten- 
tion to grant full independence 
to Viet Nam, Laos and Cam- 
bodia. This would take away 


security treaties. It would de- | 


lin last January and February 
with the foreign ministers of 
France, Great Britain and the 
Soviet Union, the French gov- 
ernment asked that the pro- 
jected conference on Korea be 
expanded to discuss also the 
problem of peace in Indochina. 
A Desperate Effort. 

Shortly after the Berlin con- 
ference adjourned, the Com- 
munists, as was to be expected 
from them, began to expend 
their military assets, human and 
materiel, in a desperate effort 
to win some victory which they 
would exploit for political pur- 
poses. They concentrated on a 
mass assault against one of the 
French outposts—that of Dien 
Bien Phu. That assault was 
pushed with a callous disregard 
of human life. 

Now, Dien Bien Phu has 
fallen. Its defense, of 57 days 
and nights, will go down in his- 
tory as one of the most heroic 
of all time. The defenders, com- 
posed of French and native 
forces, inflicted staggering 
losses on the enemy. The French 
soldiers showed that they have 
not lost either the will or the 
skill to fight even under the 
most adverse conditions. It 
shows that Viet Nam produces 
soldiers who have the qualities 
to enable them to defend their 
country. 


est in the area, namely Viet 
Nam, Laos, Cambodia, Thailand, 
the Philippines, Australia and 
New Zealand, France and the 
United Kingdom. We informed 
others whose interests could be 
affected. 

The governments of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and of France 
asked me to visit their capitals 
to develop further our concept. 
After conferences at London on 
April 12 and 13 with Sir Win- 
ston Churchill and Mr. Eden, 
we issued a joint United States- 
United Kingdom communique 
which, after reciting the danger 
to the entire area of southeast 
Asia and the western Pacific 
caused by Communist warfare 
in Indochina, concluded: “Ac- 
cordingly we are ready to take 
part, with the other countries 
principally concerned, in an ex. 
amination of the possibility of 
establishing a collective defense 
within the framework of the 
charter of the United Nations to 
seek the peace, security and 
freedom of southeast Asia and 
the western Pacific.” 


A similar agreement was 
reached in Paris with Prime 
Minister Laniel and Foreign 
Minister Bidault. 


The progress thus made was 
that which the United States 
had sought. We had never 
sought any sudden spectacular 
act such as an ultimatum to Red 
China. Our goal was to develop 
a basic unity of constructive 
purpose. We advanced toward 
that goal. I feel confident that 
unity of purpose persists, and 
that such a tragic event as the 
fall of Dien Bien Phu will hard- 
en, not weaken, our purpose to 
stay united. 

The United States and other 
countries immediately con- 
cerned are giving careful con- 
sideration to the establish- 
ment of a collective defense. 
Conversations are taking place 
among them. We must agree 
as to who will take part in 
the united defense effort and 
gg their commitments will 


It must be recognized that 
difficulties have been encoun- 
tered; but this was expected. 
The complexity of the prob- 
lem is great. As I have point- 
ed out, the complications were 
such that it was not possible 
even to get started until re- 
cent months. Under all the 
circumstances, I believe that 
good progress is.being made. 
I feel confident that the out- 
come will be such that Com- 
munist aggression will not be 
able to gain in southeast Asia 
the results it seeks. 

This may involve serious 
commitments by us all. But 
free peoples will never re- 
main free unless they are 
willing to fight for their vital 
interests. Furthermore, vital 
interests can no longer be 
protected merely by local de- 
fense. The key to successful 
defense and to the deterring 
of attack is association for 


An epic battle has ended. But 
great causes have, before now, 
been won out of lost battles. 


The Chinese Communists have 
been supplying the forces of 
Vietminh rebels with munitions, 
trucks, anti-aircraft guns, radar, 
and technical equipment and- 
technical advisers. They have, 
however, stopped short of open 
intervention. In this respect, 
they may have been deterred 
by the warnings which the Unit- 
ed States has given that such 
intervention would lead to grave 
consequences which might not 
be confined to Indochina. 

Collective Defense. 

Throughout this period the 
United States has also followed 
the second course of trying to 
develop strength in southeast 
Asia through collective measures. 

Back in 1951, I negotiated 
treaties with the Philippines, 
Australia and New Zealand. 
These recognized that this area 
was one of vital importance to 
the United States. These trea- 
ties also recognized that they 
were only initial steps toward 
the development of a more com- 
prehensive system of collective 
security in the area. 

This we have constantly 
sought. However, it has proved 
difficult to achieve this result. 
There were differences of race 
and culture and differences in 
the development of national self- 
government. The countries 
which had won or were winning 
their independence from west- 
ern colonialism and Japanese 
imperialism were often more 
concerned with past dangers 
from which they were extricat- 
ing themselves than with the 
threat of new peril. The memo- 
ries of the past blinded them to 
the present perils of Commu-

2. There should be greater 
reliance upon the national 
armies who would be fighting 
in their own homeland. This, 
we believed, could be done if 
the peoples felt that they had 
a good cause for which to fight 
and if better facilities for 
training and equipment were 
provided for them.

On March 29, 1954, after con- 
sultations with congressional 
leaders of both parties, and after 
having advised our principal al- 
lies, I stated: “The imposition 
on southeast Asia of the political 
system of Communist Russia 
and its Chinese Communist ally, 
by whatever means, would be a 
grave threat to the whole free 
community. The United States 
feels that that possibility should 
not be passively accepted, but 
should be met by united ac- 
tion.” 

This declaration was nothing 
new, although the circumstances 
of the moment gave the words 
a new significance. 

What President Said. 

President Eisenhower speak- 
ing almost a year earlier, in his 
address of April 16, 1953, said 
that “aggression in Korea and 
in southeast Asia are threats to 
the whole free community to be 
met by united action.” 

After having explained our 
purposes to the American peo- 
ple, we promptly conferred with 
the representatives of nine free 
nations having immediate inter- 
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mutual defense. That is what 
the United States seeks in 
Southeast Asia.

In Indochina, the situation 18 
far more complex.

The situation may perhaps be 
clarified as a result of the 
Geneva conference. The French 


have stated their desire for an 
armistice on honorable terms 
and under proper safeguards. If 
they can conclude a settlement 
on terms which do not endanger 
the freedom of the peoples of 
Viet Nam, this would be a real 
contribution to the cause of 
peace in southeast Asia. But we 
would be gravely concerned if 
an armistice or cease-fire were 
reached at Geneva which would 
provide a road to a Communist 
takeover and further aggression. 


If this occurs, or if hostilities 
continue, then the need will be | 
even more urgent to create the 
conditions for united action in 


defense of the area. 

In making commitments 
which might involve the use 
of armed force, the Congress 
is a full partner. Only the 
Congress can declare war. 
President Eisenhower has re- 
peatedly emphasized that he 
would not take military action 
in Indochina without the sup- 
port of Congress. Further- 
more, he has made it clear 
that he would not seek that 
unless, in his opinion, there 
would be an adequate collec- 
tive effort based on genuine 
mutuality of purpose in de- 
fending vital interests.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, May 
8 (AP)—The revolutionary junta 
which has seized power in Pa- 
raguay announced over the gov- 
ernment radio today it had se- 
lected Thomas Romero Pereyre 
to be voted into office as pro- 
visional president by the one- 
party national assembly. 
Romero is chairman of the 
ruling Colorado party, the only 
legal political group in Paraguay 
which has continued in power 
despite numerous government 
coups within its own ranks.

ö PARTICULARLY sensitive and poignant tragedy has 
) 5 been made by Director Anatole Litvak and Screen- 

writer Irwin Shaw from the Alfred Hayes novel, “The 
Girl on the Via Flaminia.” Retitled “ACT OF LOVE,” the 
picture, showing at LOEW’S STATE THE- 
ATER, shows as well as possible through 
a maze of movie code restrictions, the 
pathetic war-time love affair of a lonely 
G.I. in Paris, and a poor and basically 
decent French girl. 

The affair starts out on a sordid plane 
—rooming together as man and wife in a 
little by-street Parisian inn, the G.I. supplying room, food, 
chocolate, canned goods, cigarettes, The girl's revulsion to 
the commercial aspects of the affair causes the G.I. to give 
up in disgust for a while, then real love, born of pity, 
develops. She is picked up in a police raid and examined 
and treated as a prostitute. Her horror causes the G.I. to

a try to marry her. But the refusal of a callous company com- 

mander to give him permission, supposedly for his own

This tragedy is certainly finely played by Kirk Doug- 
las and a slight blonde French actress, Dany Robin. It was 
filmed in Paris, and is replete with atmosphere and mood. 
The war-time opportunism and hectic social excitement, the 
lingering pain and bitterness, are exactly caught. It is a 
first-class drama, perhaps comparable as a story of ill- 
starred lovers caught in the flush of war to Hemingway's 
“A Farewell to A 

Too bad it was hampered in clarity by censorship re- 
strictions, as I am sure the French version, made at the 
same time by the game cast, was not. It is never clear just 
how far the at first sordid affair has progressed; whether 
the soldier’s compassion has halted it at a pathetie friend- 
ship. The meaning of the girl’s arrest and imprisonment is 
left for the viewer to guess, and many spectators probably 
will be confused as to why she is treated like a criminal.

Immunization 
Requirements 


For Travelers

ITH the approach of the 
vacation season many per- 
sons are planning trips to 
foreign countries. Because im- 
munization requirements vary 
—— “ype countries travelers 
be required to,show proof 
2 inoctlations against small- 
pox, yellow fever, typhus and 
cholera. 

Immunization against certain 
epidemic diseases is not only 
important as a personal health 
protection for the traveler in 
foreign eountries but is also a 
safeguard against the spread of 
disease. 

E * * 

BY OBTAINING the neces- 
sary immunizations before start- 
ing a trip you can avoid delays 
at ports of entry. Information 
regarding travel requirements 
can be secured from -the con- 
sulates of the various countries 
to be visited, or by calling the 
St. Louis Health Division, MAin 
1-5560, Station 261. 


An “International Certificate 
of Inoculation and Vaccination” 
is furnished each traveler when 
he applies for his visa, on which 
his physician will record his im- 
munizations. This is the only 
type of immunization documents 
accepted by many nations and 
the information for each im- 
munization must be complete. 

In addition to this immuniza- 
tion certificate some countries 
require a health certificate, is- 
sued by a physician, stating that 
the traveler is in good physical 
and mental condition and free 

efrom communicable disease. To 

be valid these certificates must 
bear the official seal of the lo- 
cal health department in the 
area in which the immunizing 
physician practices. 

Private physicians may mail 
International Certificates of 
Inoculation and Vaccination and 
health certificates to the Office 
of the Health Commissioner for 
certification. The certificates 
will be returned to the physician 
by mail.
